The  joy  of  collecting  must  ultimately 
lead  to  a  sharing  or  distribution  in  order  thet  one  may 
go  on  acquiring  beautiful  things  --  hence  our  reason  for 
venturing  into  the  field  of  a  sale  st  your  Galleries.  Cur 
location,  which  is  a  veritable  hunting  ground  for  collectors, 
has  brought  us  into  touch  with  the  handiwork  of  Philadelphia's 
master  craftsmen,  and  with  the  fine  early  PennsylvaLnia-Dutch 
productions . 

In  presenting  to  the  public  a  portion  of 
our  treasures,  we  have  selected  pieces  of  the  greatest  interest 
to  connoisseurs.     For  instance,  a  chest-on-chest ,  unquestionably 
the  work  of  Jonathan  Costelowe;  a  V7alnut  William  and  I.Iary  six- 
legged  highboy,  3nd  a  ball  and  claw  foot  highboy  of  Pennsylvania 
origin;  also  a  ball  and  claw  foot  day-bed  by  Southmyde,  from 
liiddletown,  Connecticut;  a  ball  and  claw  foot  high-post  bed  from 
the  South;  a  Sheraton  high-post  bed  from  Delaware;  rralnut  low- 
boys from  the  Philadelphia  workshops,  before  1770,  with  some 


pieces  attributed  to  the  shops  of  William  Savery;  and  a  curly 
mcple  William  and  Uary  lowboy  from  iiaine.  This  is  one  of  the 
rarest  pieces  in  the  sale. 

There  are  Willard  clocks;  a  block-front 
clock  from  Rhode  Island,  and  a  clock  b-earing  the  love-bird 
motif  so  much  used  by  the  Pennsylvania-Dutch.     There  are 
looking-glasses  of  elegance  and  rarity,   together  with  china 
and  glt'ss  obtained  either  from  noted  collectors  or  from  first- 
hend  sources;  also  American  and  English  canc-.ry  end  silver 
resist,  and  an  array  of  hound-pitchers  from  one  of  America's 
best  knovm  collectors.     Some  wonderful  maple  pieces  from 
Connecticut  are  also  included  in  the  sale. 

In  presenting  these  pieces  we  do  not  care 
to  exploit  them  by  giving  the  names  of  the  owners  from  v^hom 
they  were  obtained,  unless        have  received  definite  permission 
to  do  so.     V("e  sh£ll,  hov;ever,  be  only  too  glad  to  furnish  the 
full  history  and  all  information  in  r.ny  case  vihere  there  v;ould 
be  no  breach  of  oonfiaence.

FOREWORD 


In  offering-  this  splendid  group  of  Colonial  furniture  and  objects  for 
sale,  the  owner  has  taken  heed  of  the  present  taste  of  collectors  in  this 
field.  The  last  few  years  has  seen  a  decided  departure  from  the  early 
fashion  of  acquiring  furniture  of  a  primitive  character  in  pine  and  maple, 
which  although  thoroughly  American  and  making  a  strong  appeal  because 
of  its  engaging  simplicity  of  design,  did  not  easily  hannonize  with  the 
necessary  modern  equipment  of  a  metropolitan  establishment.  The  pre- 
vailing demand  of  those  who  would  have  Colonial  antiques  is  for  the 
formal  and  elegant  furniture  and  embellishments  of  the  eighteenth  century 
in  conventional  woods  such  as  mahogany,  walnut  and  figured  maple,  which 
will  give  a  cosmopolitan  air  to  an  interior  which  also  contains  objets  d'art 
of  the  old  world.  It  can  safely  be  stated  that  the  things  offered  in  this 
sale  are  as  fine  as  any  that  has  ever  been  sold  by  auction  in  New  York, 
and  are  equal  in  quality,  though  not  in  numbers,  to  the  famous  Jacob 
Paxson  Temple  Sale,  held  at  The  Anderson  Galleries  some  years  ago. 

The  furniture  is  mainly  of  Pennsylvania  character,  including  chests- 
on-chests,  highboys,  lowboys  and  secretaries,  which  bear  characteristics 
of  the  w^ork  of  leading  Philadelphia  cabinet  makers  such  as  William  Savery 
and  John  Gostelowe,  the  latter  a  craftsman  not  so  well-known  as  his 
famous  contemporary,  but  who  produced  equally  good  work.  The  Rhode 
Island  School  of  cabinet  makers  is  well  represented  by  fine  pieces  of  the 
well-known  block  front  type.  Items  which  will  perhaps  create  the  greatest 
interest  are  a  highboy  with  lowboy  to  match  decorated  with  carved  and 
gilded  shell  or  fan  ornaments;  a  Philadelphia  bonnet  top  chest-on-chest 
attributed  to  John  Gostelowe;  a  Rhode  Island  block  front  desk  in  original 
state  attributed  to  John  Goddard,  and  a  William  and  Mary  trumpet-leg 
lowboy  veneered  in  curly  maple.  The  fine  clocks  include  an  example  by 
Aaron  Willard,  of  exceptional  quality  and  another  by  a  Newport,  R.  I. 
maker,  in  a  block  and  shell  carved  case  probablj!'  from  the  Goddard  work- 
shops. The  mirrors  range  in  style  from  the  rare  early  specimens  from 
the  Queen  Anne  period,  including  a  fine  example  of  the  "Star  and  Crown" 
variety,  formerly  in  the  collection  of  Herbert  I.awton,  to  the  graceful  tall 
mirrors  of  Adam-Hepplewhite  design. 

Rarely  is  such  a  large  group  of  American  silver  offered  as  the  present 
collection  contains.  Tankards,  mugs,  dredgers  and  smaller  pieces  by  noted 
Boston,  Philadelphia  and  Newport  silversmiths  are  shown,  and  exception- 
ally fine  is  the  three-legged  cream  jug  by  Philips  Syng,  Jr.,  who  is  known 
to  have  made  the  inkstand  used  at  the  Signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence. Rare  English  Georgian  silver  of  the  same  period  is  also  included. 
The  remainder  of  the  collection  consists  of  glass,  attributed  to  the  Stiegel, 
Wistarburg,  Jersey  and  New  England  factories  and  Oriental  Lowestoft 


porcelain  decorated  with  armorials  and  marine  objects  of  first  quality. 
Rare  yellow  and  blue  silver  resist  and  purple  resist  lustre  pitchers;  also 
the  highly  decorative  Sunderland  and  Staffordshire  pitchers  modelled  with 
sporting  subjects  in  relief  and  American  historical  blue  Staffordshire  china 
rounds  out  the  ceramics.  Paintings  by  American  artists  of  the  eighteenth 
and  early  nineteenth  centuries,  include  a  fine  portrait  of  Andrew  Jackson 
by  Thomas  Sully. 

The  owner  states  that  information  as  to  the  origin  or  history  of  many 
of  the  objects  can  be  supplied  to  the  purchaser  if  desired,  it  being  thought 
expedient  not  to  advertise  these  details  publicly.
